REMARKS 

Claims 2, 3, 7, 8, 1 1, 12 were previously canceled. Claims 26-29 are presently canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. Since claims 26-29 are canceled, therefore the rejection of these 
claims under 35 USC § 1 12 is now moot. Reconsideration in view of the above amendments and 
the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

1. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Office Action's indication of allowable subject 
matter in claims 1, 4-6, 9, 10, 13-25, and 30. Claim 27 is canceled, therefore the objection of 
claim 27 under 35 USC § 1 12 is now moot. 

2. Drawings 

The Office Action objects to the defect of Figure 3b. A corrected Figure 3b in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) replaces the previous Figure 3b submitted to obviate the objection. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the objection to the drawing. 

3. Claim Rejections under 35 USC § 112 

Claims 26-29 are rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
invention. 

4. Rejection of claims 26, 28, and 29 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gambini (USP 6,371,304) in view of Rintala et al (USP 5,082,118). 

Since claims 26, 28, and 29 are canceled, therefore, rejections to claims 26, 28, and 29 
are now moot.
